Gettysburg 
Recreation 
Board Monday evening voted to 
employ 20 persons to conduct 
the summer’s recreation pro­ 
gram at a meeting in the rec 
office. 
The number is four less than 
the 24 employed last summer, 
and Recreation Director Ray 
Thompson said the hours of 
work will be divided to provide 
more recreation activities, par­ 
ticularly in the evening, than 
was available last year.

One instructor will be retained 
at the tot lots. 
TO COST $ I I M 
The program will again cost 
approximately $11,000 because 
the state has raised the pay for 
qualified instructors to $2.50 an 
hour. Salaries, based on the 
years of college training, now 
range from $1.50 to $2.50 per 
hour. The 50-cent-an-hour in­ 
crease came as a result of state 
order last summer. 
Because of the increase, the 
board will not pay instructors 
half salary on days when rain 
wipes out the program. 
Tentatively the opening date 
of the playground program was 
set at June IO with the closing 
date August 21.

SAYS AFRICANS 
NEED HELP OF 
UNITED STATES 


The United States should send 
technicians to aid Africa "not be­ 
cause of the cold war, but be­ 
cause we too were an emerging 
nation in 1776." Rev. Wesley Sad- 
er, a missionary for 23 years in 
Liberia, told the Rotary Club at 
its meeting in the YWCA Monday 
night. 
Speaking of "Volatile Africa," 
the missionary said: "These na­ 
tions are infinitely rich in poten­ 
tial, but terribly poor in agricul­ 
tural methods, In education, in 
hospitals, in roads. Out of every 
1,800,000 people I think 600,000 are 
suffering from some form of dis­ 
ease. The great mass of people 
are Illiterate. They need more 
than anything else technicians to 
teach them how to farm, how to 
solve their problems of sickness 
and disease, how to build roads, 
h.« to do nearly anything.. 
"They have an excellent fam­ 
ily life, their children are better 
trained in politeness and family 
love than ours, and they are 
eager far education. 
LACK TRAINED LEADERS 
"Because of the lack of trained 
men, the African nations are not 
going to be democracies in 
sense. Most of the leaders once 
were full of leal for democracy. 
They had been abroad, and they 
love their people. They want their 
countries lo move forward as 
quickly as postebie.

Roaring Fires Destroy 
At Least 32 Homes And DEDICATE NEW 
Burn 10,000 Coast Acres 


By ROBERT BURNETT 
LOS ANGELES (AP)—Three 
huge brush fires roared out of 
control in the foothills north of 
Los Angeles today titer sweep­ 
ing through expensive suburban 
residential districts in a multi- 
million-dollar rampage. 
At least 22 homes, many in 
the $180,000 - class, have been 
destroyed by the wind-whipped 
flames that scorched sn esti­ 
mated 10,000 acres in areas 
bordering on Glendale, 
Bur­ 
bank, Pasadena and Newhall. 
No deaths were reported. Sev­ 
eral firemen were injured fight­ 
ing the blaze in the rugged can­ 
yons and ridges. 
EVACUATE THOUSANDS 
Thousands of homes 
were 
evacuated in areas near the two 
major blazes adjoining Burbank 
and Glendale, about 12 miles 
north of downtown Los Angeles. 
Oil fields were endangered by 
the other fire, near Newhall. 
Fire officials pinned hopes for 
stamping out the blazes on be­ 
haviour of the hot desert winds 
that have reached gusto up to 
IOO miles an hour since the fire 
started about 5:30 a.m. Mon­ 
day. Sparks from power lines 


were blamed for starting sev­ 
eral small fires which quickly 
joined and raced oyer the brush- 
covered slopes. 
WORST IN YEARS 
Officials called the Maze the 
worst in the area since the Bel 
Air - Brentwood disaster des­ 
troyed 484 homes and caused an 
estimated $25 million damage 
in IMI. 
About 800 men and 175 pieces 
of 
firefighting equipment 
bat­ 
tled the blazes but crews report­ 
ed they could do little except 
try to save homes along the 
perimeter. 
Hundreds of dwellings were 
saved as firemen rod residents 
stopped the flames just short of 
their property. 
CORTER CRASHES 
The flames ripping through 
the tinder-dry brush sent btl 
lowing towers of smoke swirl­ 
ing southwestward over Los An­ 
geles and beach communities. 
The turbulent winds prevent 
ad use of aircraft often used to 
drop fire-retarding borate solu­ 
tion. 
One helicopter, caught by 
violent gust, crashed hut the

Hie Fairfield Joint School Board 
Monday evening adopted a tenta­ 
tive budget for the 1964-65 school 
twin of $291,281, an increase of 
$96,736 over the current year.

HUMAN HURTS 
No person ever born upon 
this earth has been free from 
being misunderstood and mis­ 
interpreted. lf every human be­ 
ing were constituted the same, 
as to thoughts and ideas, then 
we would all understand one 
another perfectly, and there 
would never be an occasion for 
anyone to be hurt in feeling or 
in heart.

Scranton’s unemployment com­ 
pensation proposal toward a fi­ 
nal vote, expected to come ei­ 
ther Thursday or Friday. 
The 
GOP*dominated 
Labor 
Relations Committee voted dur­ 
ing a 2Mi hour meeting Monday 
night to send the Senate-passed 
legislation to the floor without 
amendments. 
The committee vote was IO to 
7 as Rep. Alan D. Williams Jr., 
R-Bucks, joined with six Demo­ 
crats to a futile effort to bottle 
up the measure. 
SEEKS MORE SAVINGS 
While Williams joined with 
the Democrats in opposition, his 
motives were different. 
He sought to win adoption of 
a aeries of amendments he said 
would provide even further sav­ 
ings for the nearly insolvent un­ 
employment compensation fund. 
Democrats, on the other hand 
were opposed to the Scranton 
measure without reservation. 
Minority Leader Anthony J. 
Petrosky, who sat in on the la­ 
bor relations meeting, accused 
tho committee later of "rubber 
stamping" the legislation ap­ 
proved by the Senate In a mara­ 
thon session that ended last 
Saturday. 
PEOPLE VS. INTERESTS 
“Gov. Scranton again used 
his ruthless political power to 
twist arms and bludgeon people 
toto line and get this bill out on 
the floor 2V4 hours after it came 
from tho Senate," ho laid, 
adding: 
“We will fight this tooth and 
nail because it is the historical 
position of the Democratic Par­ 
ty to fight the people's battla 
against the vested interests." 
Petrosky claimed that all 87 
of his Democrats will veto 
against the proposal, which la 
designed to cut total benefit 
payout! while increasing am- 
ployer-paid tax contributions. 
TIMING HURTS 
Majority Floor Leader Ken­ 
neth B. Lee said he will try to 
maintain the momentum gener­ 
ated by the Senate’s passage, 
despite the fact he concedes 
there are about 12 Republican 
House members either opposed 
to the legislation or undecided. 
Lee said he considers only 
five or six strongly opposed. 
"For them the bill isn't tho 
problem," Lee said. "They arc 
mainly concerned that the tim­ 
ing might hurt them at the 
polls." 
Williams insists he will vote 
against the measures because 
his amendments wert not ap­ 
proved. 
CTHERS OPPOSED 
He favors elimination of the 
proposed $5 weekly increase in 
maximum benefits, keeping the 
employer paid minimum rate at 
2 per cent, instead of dropping 
it to I per cent, and retention 
of the second round of benefits 
and other features. 
Also reported strongly op­ 
posed to the measure are Reps. 
Thomas H. Worrilow, R-Dela- 
ware, and Richard J. Green 
Jr., R-Cambria. 
Worrilow is a member of the 
Labor Relations Committee, but 
h did not attend Monday nights 
meeting.

Outdoor Dining Facilities STORAGE UNIT 


The living’s easy for families 
who are at-home both in and 
out of doors. 
Gone for good are the days 
when people lived their home 
life within “four walls.” 
Today’s trend calls for total 
development of property, and 
outdoor areas are being put to 
full use in supplementing indoor 
living and entertaining space, 
and as “built-in” playground 
and sports arenas. 
In order to make maximum 
use of your available space, 
first assess the family needs 
and functions you wish your 
outdoor area to fulfill. Consider­ 
ation should be given to the 
existing landscaping, sun and 
wind exposure, and the size and 
relationship of structure to sur­ 
roundings. 
ADD ON OUTDOOR "ROOMS" 
If you need more space in 
your house, why not add on 
“rooms” by means of porches, 
sun decks, terraces or patios. 
For example, a deck or porch 
near the kitchen might substi­ 
tute as a dining room. Your 
addition 
doesn’t 
necessarily 
have to be attached to the 
bouse. A gazebo, tea house, or 
sun deck in the yard or by the 
barbecue pit or pool will pro­ 
vide plenty of space and all the 
privacy you need to entertain 
without disturbing the rest of 
your household. 
The trend to outdoor living 
has made many people realize 
that there's no place like home 
for leisure-time fun. Many a 
backy wa rd now serves as a 
playground for both adults and 
children. Families art leading 
the sporting 21 i f e in concrete 
and grassy game areas that 
provide full backyard facilities 
for a variety of individual and 
team sports, ranging all the 
way from lawn tennis, basket 
ball and badminton to shuffle 
board and horseshoes. 
Before constructing your own 
game area, it is important to 
consider its location in relation 
ship to the sun. (This is espe­ 
cially important for tennis and 
badminton courts.) Check the 


.velocity of prevailing winds, 
and, as a good neighbor, take 
into account how the play areas 
will affect the appearance of 
surrounding properties. 
The most tempting addition 
to a private playground is the 
backyard swimming pool with 
its many advantages of pri­ 
vacy, convenience and recrea­ 
tion every member of the fami­ 
ly can enjoy. 
For families living in rented 
homes, or not yet ready to In­ 
vest in a permanent pool, the 
above-ground pool provides the 
perfect way to get in the swim 
during warm weather without 
driving through heavy traffic 
to the nearest beach or lake. 
IDKAL FOR YOUNGSTRRS 
These pools are ideal for the 
youngsters and can be easily 
dismantled 
and 
stored when 
not in use. And, of course, if 
you move, you can take your 
pool along with you. 
In your design for outdoor 
living, there should be provision 
made for the children as well 
as adults. Reserve a play area 
for swings, slides, sandbox or 
wading pool. For safety’s sake, 
consider fencing in the chil­ 
dren’s section of the yard. 
Although people enjoy 
the 
casualness of outdoor living, 
they also want the convenience 
of indoors, such as comfortable 
furniture, adequate lighting and 
a measure of privacy. 


STOF STICKING 
Prevent paint from harden­ 
ing in grooves between sliding 
sash and frame of outside win­ 
dow by moving window up and 
down a few times after paint 
is partly dry. Any finger marks 
left on paint can be touched up 
later. 


YARD TOOLS 
Push yard tools up and down 
in a pail of sand mixed with 
lubricating oil before putting 
them away. The sand will scour 
off dirt, while the oil provides 
a protective film 
preventing 
rust. 


FOR EQUIPMENT 


With all the talk about built- 
ins inside the home, little has 
been said on the subject of out­ 
door storage. Yet it is impor­ 
tant to have a place to store 
garden and lawn equipment, 
tools and perhaps some toys or 
sporting equipment. 
Such items should be protect­ 
ed from inclement weather and 
vandalism and should be organ­ 
ized in such a way as to provide 
for easy access. 
Before planning any type of 
outdoor storage unit, you should 
check local building codes, and 
then survey your storage needs. 
Make a list of things you plan 
to store and group them logical­ 
ly according to size and shape. 
STORAGI BINS 
Then plan sections of your 
storage unit to accommodate 
the different groups — a shore­ 
less area for storing long hand­ 
led items such as brooms, rakes 
and shovels; a series of bins 
for bulky products such as fer­ 
tilizers and mulch; a shelf area 
for medium-sized containers and 
jars. 
Plan doors wide enough so 
that large articles can be moved 
with little trouble. Sills should 
be kept low so that wheeled ar­ 
ticles can be moved easily. 
And, always keeping in mind 
the possibility of future expan­ 
sion, don’t build yourself into 
a corner. 
T H R U TYFIS 
Basically, there are three dif­ 
ferent types of outdoor storage 
units, one of which might be 
adapted to your needs. They 
are as follows: 
1. Those that adjoin the house, 
garage or carport. They may be 
either of the cabinet type, walk- 
in closets or a combination of 
the two. 
2. Free-standing units such as 
a playhouse-storage structure. 
Closely allied to the free-stand­ 
ing unit, but more modest in 
concept, is the type of unit that

The height of a fence-storage 
unit is determined, obviously, 
by the height of the fence. But 
even a low fence can provide 
enough height for adequate stor­ 
age space since tall items can 
be stored on racks parallel to 
the ground rather than in an up­ 
right position. 
3. Storage units based on the 
utilization of existing space un­ 
der or in a portion oi the home. 
The third category of storage 
unit takes advantage of the un- 
der-sundeck or porch area. 
SLOPED DECK ROOF 
Since a sundeck will provide 
a considerable degree of over­ 
head protection, the 
storage 
structure will need only a mini­ 
mal roof, such as tar paper; 
but it should be sloped gently 
to carry off water dripping from 
the deck overhead. 
The foundation of the house 
can form the back wail. Enclose 
the other three sides and install 
a door. 
Natural choice for outdoor 
storage units is lumber, such as 
the Western Pine region woods. 
To provide utmost protection 
for

Shiplap pattern lumber, used to 
enclose the storage unit, will 
produce a tight wall with mini­ 
mum cost. Finish off with bat­ 
tens over board joints for com­ 
plete protection.

Pompon 
asters look like pompons, with 
small round, compact flowers.

Adequate insulation is one of 
the soundest investments a fam­ 
ily can make in a house. It pays 
off in generous dividends —- in 
lower heating and cooling costs, 
as well as in added comfort for 
the life of the house. 
Just how much a family will 
save on cooling and heating bills 
will vary, but it’s not unusual 
lo save 30 per cent after boost- 
ta* insulation to meet recom­ 
mended standards. 
Insulating 
material! 
are 
made of mineral wool, rock, 
glass or slag, paper pulp, gyp­ 
sum, 
asbestos, 
cork, 
alu­ 
minum foils, vermiculite, cot­ 
ton and other vegetable and 
mineral matter. 
INSULATING GUIDES 
The Federal Housing Admin­ 
istration has established mini­ 
mum insulation standards for 
both heating and air condition­ 
ing. A good guide for families 
planning to insulate their homes 
with mineral wool is the recom­ 
mendations of the National Min­ 
eral Wool Institute. 
These call for mineral wool 
with an installed resistance to 
heat flow of R-19 or 24 in ceil­ 
ings, R-ll in walls and R-13 in 
floors over unheated space. 
The “R” number represents 
the rated ability of installed in­ 
sulation to block the flow of 
heat. The higher the “R” num­ 
ber, the more effective the in­ 
sulation. 
A batt and a blanket of insu­ 
lating material are essentially 
the same, differing only in 
length. A blanket is sold in rolls 
up to IOO feet long, while batts 
are usually made up in either 
four or eight-foot lengths. Both 
are available in widths to fit 
standard spacings between wall 
studs and ceiling joists. 
VAPOR BARRIER 
Most batts and blankets have 
an attached vapor barrier on 
one side. Many are totally en­ 
closed, with a vapor barrier on 
one side and a vapor-permeable 
material on the other. They are 
also available with a backing of 
aluminum foil designed to re­ 
flect radiated heat. In existing 
homes, where wall studs are 
not accessible, a form of min­ 
eral wool called “blowing” wool 
is used. This is especially made 
to be blown through a pneumat­ 
ic hose into the spaces between 
wall studs. 
Pouring insulating material 
is packaged in bags and is most 
often used to insulate ceilings 
where joists are exposed in the 
attic. 
Installing insulation in a new 
room addition or as part of an 
attic remodeling job can be 
tackled successfully by the av­ 


erage do-it-yourselfer. The only 
tools required are a sharp knife 
and a heavy-duty staple gun, 
which usually can be rented. 
TO KEEP IN MIND 
Here are a few points to keep 
in mind: 
1. Always follow the individ­ 
ual manufacturer’s directions 
carefully. 
2. When using batts or blank­ 
ets, make sure the vapor bar­ 
rier faces the heated side of 
the room. 
3. Butt insulation together 
tightly. There should be no gaps 
to permit loss of heat. 
4. Don’t cover eaves, vents or 
attic louvers. Air circulation is 
important, year round. 
5. Place staples no more than 
six inches apart. 
6. Pack insulation into small 
spaces around window and door 
framing. Cut a separate piece 
of vapor barrier to cover these 
areas to form unbroken protec­ 
tion. 
7. To protect water pipes 
from freezing, fit insulation be­ 
tween them and outside wall 
sheathing. A separate piece of 
vapor barrier should be applied 
on the room side of pipes.

Changing scenes of foliages 
and flowers

landscaping, says the American 
Association of Nurserymen. 
By wise selection of plant ma­ 
terials and by adding trees and 
shrubs that flower at various 
times, a home property can be 
made an object of admiration 
both by the family and neigh­ 
bors at any time it is looked at 
and lived in. 
Most properties need more 
color in the fall and winter 
months. Tree fall foliage colors 
are quite well known by the 
home owner. What is not so well 
known are the brilliant berried 
shrubs and trees — the hollies, 
the winged euonymous, and the 
orange, red and yellow berries 
of pyracantha. 
Newly introduced chrysanthe­ 
mums are bigger and better 
than ever. Even roses flower 
right up until heavy frost, and 
the flowers seem to take on a 
deeper hue in the cooler months. 
Winter need not be drab. In­ 
teresting evergreens and barks 
and colorful berried plants can 
be used, regardless of whether 
the property is in a frost-free 
or colder climate. 
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Is a modern home laundry 
center a necessity or just a 
frill? 
In a recent survey conducted 
among a group of parents, 
66.7 per cent of those queried 
felt 
that a 
separate, 
well- 
planned laundry area is desir­ 
able. Because most of the par­ 
ents in the group have children 
ranging from the new-born to 
teen-agers, they ought to know 
what they’re talking about. 
There are many good loca­ 
tions for the home laundry. 
Best choices are in the bedroonv 
bath arga, where most soiled 
clothes originate and are stored 
after laundering, or in a spot 
convenient to the kitchen, where 
Mom probably spends much of 
her time.

Of prime importance is a 
laundry chute to get soiled 
clothes from the floors above 
down to the basement. The low­ 
er end of the chute should be 
located at the point where 
clothes are sorted according to 
type for the most efficient 
laundering. For this, you’ll need 
at least three bins or baskets. 
STORAGE CUPBOARDS 
Include cupboards for storing 
detergent, bleach and other 
laundry 
aids. 
Remember to 
•store stain removal supplies out 
of the reach of children. 
When remodeling, you can ro­ 
me w your old deep laundry 
tubs and replace them with a 
modern, counterhigh sink for 
use in starching and pretreat­ 
ing extra-soiled clothes. 
Give yourself plenty of work 
room for handling clean clothes 
as they come from your auto­ 
matic dryer. You’ll need count­ 
er space for folding sheets, tow­ 
els and similar items before 
storing.

C a r e f u l 
control of algae will also cut op­ 
erating costs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court balanced the 
books a bit last week when it 
Save newspapers more freedom 
than at any time in history in 
criticizing government officials* 
official conduct. 
The court, in doing so, was 
catching up with a principle 
laid down 56 years ago by a 
judge in Kansas. 
The nine justices, in their 
unanimous opinion, didn’t give 
newspapers an absolute immu­ 
nity against libel suits for dam­ 
ages by criticized officials. But 
they came close. 
ONLY FROM MALICE 
A citizen or newspaper won’t 
have to prove the total truth of 
a criticism. The court made a1 
lowance for error in fact or 
opinion, even though an official 
is defamed. 
Now a newspaper 
doesn’t 
have to fear a damage suit un 
less the criticism can be proved 
to have come from actual mal­ 
ice. 
But public officials—thanks to 
an earlier Supreme Court deci 
aion—already had that much 
immunity against damages suits 
when they acted officially. 
GREATEST FREEDOM 
Justice William J. Brennan, 
who wrote this latest opinion, 
argued critics of government 
should have the greatest free­ 
dom possible except for prow 
able malice, and he said: 
“Such a privilege for criticism 
of official conduct is appropri 
ately analogous to the protec 
tioo accorded a public official 
when he is sued for libel by a 
private citizen. . . .** 
He recalled that earlier opin 
ion of the Supreme Court which 
said the statements of a federal 
official are "absolutely priv­ 
ileged if made 'within the outer 
perimeter' of his duties.” Bren 
man added: 
'The states accord the same 
immunity to statements of their 
highest officers, although some 
differentiate their lesser offi 
dais and qualify the privilege 
Oley enjoy. 
WOULD DAMPEN ARDOR 
MBut all hold that all officials 
are protected unless actual mal 
ice can be proved. 
"The reason for the official 
privilege is said to be that the 
threat of damage suits would

BEHN WORK ON 
6IANT COOLING 
TOWER UNITS 
Work will begin next week on 
the first of four giant natural- 
droft cooling towers for the 1.8 
million-kilowatt Keystone gener­ 
ating station. Four major east­ 
ern electric utility companies are 
sharing the ownership of this 
huge new power plant kl Arm­ 
strong County, IO miles west of 
Indiana, Pa. 
The towers, each about as high 
as a 30-story building and cover­ 
ing one-quarter of a city Mock, 
will be the second installation of 
this nature in the United States. 
They are commonly used, how­ 
ever, in parts of Europe where 
it is difficult to find sites for 
new steam-electric power plants 
near large bodies of water. Wa­ 
ter is needed in these steam 
plants to condense the steam 
used in driving the turbines and 
thereby increase their effective­ 
ness. 
Normally, in thermal power 
plants, water for csondenser pur­ 
poses is obtained from rivers, 
lakes or artificially c r e a t e d 
bodies of water. The application 
of towers for the cooling and re­ 
use of the water at Keystone 
makes it possible to locate the 
plant directly at minemouth, in 
spite of the limited water sup­ 
ply, and thereby gives the ad­ 
vantage of unusual!} low delivery 
costs for fuel. This can be sub­ 
stantial as the plant is being 
designed to use a maximum of 700 
tons of coal an hour. 
AIR HELPS COOLING 
Two towers will be required for 
etch of the plant’s power units. 
Each of the four towers will be 
a thin, hyperbolic-shaped, clum 
ney-like shell, supported on stilt 
like columns. The bottom 36 feet 
will be open to allow for a mas­ 
sive flow of air upward through 
the cooling shaft. 
Condensation of the turbine 
steam will take place inside the 
power 
plant. 
The 
condensing 
water, warmed in the process, 
will be pumped into the towers 
for cooling. The cooling will be 
accomplished by spraying the 
water downward over a vertical 
expanse of thin, flat asbestos- 
cement sheeting. A small amount 
oi the water will evaporate from 
this exposure, but the evapora 
tion process will help cool the re­ 
maining water as it falls into 
collecting basins. Meanwhile, air 
flowing up through the towers 
will further the cooling action. 
As part of the Keystone water 
cooling system, a 21,000 ac re-feet 
storage reservoir will be built on 
Plum Creek, about four miles up­ 
stream from the plant. Its pur-

De Gaulle was the first for­ 
eigner invited to speak from the 
balcony.

not accorded this honor. 
Both De Gaulle and Lopez 
Mateos talked of alliance be­ 
tween their countries.
